Short Flight Considered 
To Inspect Hot Skylab 


CAPE KENNEDY. Fla (AP) 


— Temperatures soared to 
desert-like levels Tuesday in the 
Skylab space station already 
crippled by a serious-power shor- 
tage 
Space officials are con- 


sidering a short-duration 
manned mission to inspect the 
S294 million orbiting laboratory 


Officials said a long-term 


manned mission is not likely 
because of . the uncontrolled 
buildup of temperatures topping 
100 degrees within the 118-foot 
orbiting laboratory 


As an alternative, a source 


said space engineers are 
studying the possibility of sen- 
ding Skylab 1 astronauts Charles 
C'onrad Jr 
Dr Joseph P. 


Kerwin and Paul J WeiU up to 
the space station to look for 
clues which would help salvage 
something from the new $2 6 
billion American space project 


He said current thinking calls 


for the astronauts to fly around 
the space station, taking pictures 
of a failed solar arrav. and then 


possibly dock for an on-board in- 
spection 


Another possibility, the source 


said, is for astronauts to 
envelope the spaceship with a 
giant sheet of Mylar, an in- 
sulating material 
This would 


block heat from the sun and 
allow the orbiting station to cool 
off 


If the insulating sheet is used, 


the source said, it more than 
likely would be installed by the 
Skylab 2 crew 
The tedious 


operation would require exten- 
sive training and there is time 
before the Skylab 2 launch in 
August for such training. 


In this event, said the source, 


the Skylab 1 flight of Conrad. 
Weitz and Kerwin would 
probably be limited to an inspec- 
tion trip lasting only a few days. 


Other options are being 


studied and no decision has been 
made, an official said 


William C Schneider. Skylab 


program director, acknowledged 
in a news conference Tuesday 


afternoon that use of the 
manually installed thermal 
blanket was being considered, 
but emphasized it was not yet a 
mature plan. 


"This illustrates the range of 


thinking we're giving this in 
order to save the mission." he 
said 


Schneider said the aluminum 


hull of Skylab could lose strength 
if its gets too hot Temperatures 
on the outside skin of the craft 
are expected 
to reach 325 


degrees and at this temperature 
he said, the hull would be twice 
as strong as would be required. 


The program director said that 


if the thermal conditions cannot 
be controlled there is "a very 
definite possibility" that no long- 
term missions would be possi- 
ble A 28-day and two 56-day 
missions had been planned for 
the Skylab program 


Schneider, however, remain 


optimistic-

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ten 


days after the Watergate break- 
in. John W Dean III asked the 
CIA in vain to pay bail or salaries 
of the men arrested inside 
Democratic- Party headquarters, 
it was disclosed Tuesday. 


The disclosure, by the No 2 


man in the CIA. makes it "very 
clear to me that there was an 
attempt to unload major respon- 
sibihty for the Watergate 
bugging and coverup on CIA." 
said Sen Stuart Symington. D- 
Mo 


Symington released a sum- 


mary of some of the testimony 
given behind closed doors Mon- 
day by Army Lt. Gen Vernon A 
Walters, the deputy CIA direc- 
tor 


It quotes Walters "He told 


Mr. Dean that there was no way 
this could be done 
Gen 


Walters stated that he told Mr 
Dean that to spend funds in this 
way would implicate the agency 
and that he. Gen Walters was 
prepared to resign rather than to 
do this " 


At the same time, it appeared 


that Warren Christopher, a Los 
Angeles attorney, is the leading 
prospect to be named special 
prosecutor in the Watergate 
probe 


Christopher, a former deputy 


attorney general, was thought to 
be the most liktly choice of Atty 
Gen-Designate Elliot L 
Richardson after U S District 
Court Judge Harold R Tyler Jr 
withdrew his name from the list 
of tour finalists disclosed earlier 


At the White House, press 


secretary Ronald L Ziegler said 
President Nixon had asked for 
an investigation of possible- 
White House involvement last 


August "and was satisfied with 
what he was told " 


But asked who had given 


Nixon the information. Ziegler 
replied. "I cannot get into that " 
He added it got to the President 
"in various ways "

WASHINGTON (AP> — Although the Pentagon 


requires defense contractors to return excess 
profits. Sen William Proxmire claimed Tues.cl.iv 
that more than 100 of them still made profits 
generally ranging trom 50 to 500 per cent 


In releasing a list of 131 contractors furnished bv 


the Renegotiation Board, the Wisconsin Democi.it 
said 


"Most disturbing are the exorbitant rates ot 


return earned by the firms on this list even alter 
they were forced to make si/able retunds and the 
fact that some firms \\ere tound to have taker 
excessive profits several rears in a row 


The firms were mostly small and medium si/ed 


engaged principally in the production ot bombs 
fuses, ammunition and other ordnance The board 
requires refunds trom companies mnkint; profits it 
considers to be excessive 


The board and defense contractors Proxmire 


said in a Senate speech, like to compute profits as a 
percentage of sales, which is often meaningless <md 
misleading 


The sales measure, he said, suggests low or 


moderate profits when the return on investment 
may be shockingly high " 


Based on the actual investment or net worth ot 


the 131 companies Proxmire said that after-retund 
profits of 94 firms exceeded 50 per cent 49 made 
over 100 per cent. 22 made over 200 per cent, and 
four firms made ov er 500 per cent Onlv four com- 
panies made less than 25 per cent profit 


One ammunition maker. Eisen Brothers Inc . 


refunded $200.000 determined to be excessive bv 
the board. Proxmire said, but still made profits ot 
1 902 per cent based on the firm's net worth 


One of the few large contractors on the list 


Norris Industries Inc . refunded $2 million to the 
government and still. Proxmire figured, made a 70 
per cent profit on its net worth 


Few large firms are on the list. Proxmire .said, 


because thev do d varied, large-volume business 
with the government and accounting practices 
allow averaging ot profits over the vear and among 
subsidiaries 


As Proxmire issued his statement, a maior group 


of goveinrnent contractors issued its own criticism 
of the government 


The v Aerospace Industries Association (AIM 


voiced in blunt terms for the first time the grow me 
concern expressed bv manv U S manufacturers 
over the problem ot dealing with a single 
buyer—the government 


They said government procurement regulations 


often are arbitrarv and strike an undulv haid 
bargain on behalf of the government The associa- 
tion said members are often required to provide 
excessive detail—even $40 million worth in one 
case

Sonderegger said the new building could be 


served by food service facilities in the Professional 
Care Center, which was built to handle a larger 
number o» people in the service areas.

Gold Hits Record Highs; 
Dollar Touches Bottom 


LONDON (AP) — Gold hit 


record highs in Europe for the 
second straight day Tuesday and 
the U.S. dollar touched new 
lows. But experts said another 
international monetary crisis 
appeared unlikely. 


Dealers here and on the Conti- 


nent reported that by late in the 
day some of the steam had gone 
out of the feverish trading in 
dollars and gold since the 
weekend. 


Gold nevertheless closed in 


London and Zurich, the world's 
two largest bullion markets, at a 
record $110.50 an ounce, up ?8 
for the day. But $5 of that climb 
came in the first hour alone and 
the markets appeared relatively 
steady later on. 


In New York, stock prices 


recovered sharply Tuesday. 
News of rising gold prices and 
declining dollar values sent the 
Dow Jones average of 30 in- 
dustrials in the first hour of 
trading to its lowest level this 
year. The average was below the 
900 mark briefly but closed at 
917.44. up 7.75 points, ending a 
three-day plunge in prices. 


In Paris, gold soared to an all- 


time high of $124.13 an ounce, up 
a phenomenal $17.93 on the day. 
Bankers there said buyers were 


in the market for gold "at any 
price." 


The Paris gold market, 


however, is a special case, 
because French government 
controls limit the import and 
export of gold. The Paris gold 
price has little effect on larger 
centers elsewhere. 


Dealers reported a vicious cir- 


cle on financial markets earlier 
in the day 
As gold rose, 


speculators cashed in dollars and 
U.S. securities to buy more gold 
and get on the bandwagon. This 
pushed dollar exchange rates 
down and encouraged more gold 
buying. The process depressed 
the dollar to record lows in Paris 
and Frankfurt. 


But the dollar began to 


recover slightly on foreign 
exchange markets late in the 


Vote Is Unanimous 
To End Bomb Cash 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee voted 24 to 0 Tuesday to 
shut off all money for any 
further U.S. combat activity in 
Cambodia or Laos. 


All 11 Republicans on the 


committee voted with 13 
Democrats to require an im- 
mediate halt in U.S. bombing in 
Cambodia. 


The alMnclusive amendment 


applying to all money ever ap- 
propriated by Congress was 
offered by Sen. Thomas F. 
Eagleton. D-Mo. 


It was tacked on to a $3.2 


billion supplemental appropria- 
tion bill to which the House 
added last week a limited 
restriction against bombing in 
Cambodia.

the country exceeded the 
amount flowing in by $10.2 
billion during the first quarter. 
That marked an increase of $8.6 
billion over the fourth quarter 
last year and nearly equal to the 
over-all 1972 deficit of $10.9 
billion. 


The huge jump in the outflow 


of funds came despite a con- 
siderable improvement in the 
country's trade balance during 
the period.

The Commerce Department 


said much of the balance-of- 
payments deficit was due to 


money flowing out of the coun- 
try as investors anticipated 
profits from changes in value of 
world currencies and from 
higher interest rates abroad. 


It said there was an outflow of 


$3.4 
billion in liquid private 


capital during the period, com- 
pared with an inflow of $2.5 
billion the fourth quarter last 
year, an unfavorable shift of $5.9 
billion. Liquid capital is assets 
easily convertible into cash. 


The flow of speculative funds 


occurred during two period in 
the quarter, prior to the Feb. 12 
devaluation of the U.S. dollar 
and then again before a new 
system of exchange rates that 
was worked out in mid-March. 


The Commerce Department 


noted that although the world 
monetary situation stabilized in 
March, funds did not go back 
into the United States on a large 
scale because interest rates 
remained lower than abroad.

Libya suspended pumping for

Algeria, Iraq and Kuwait said 


they suspended pumping for one 
hour, complying with an agree- 
ment by the Federation of Arab 
Trade Unions in Cairo earlier in 
the month 


Western oil company officials 


maintained supplies were not 
affected by the pumping halt. 


"Maybe a couple of guys took 


a break for an hour or two, but 
there has been no halt in 
shipments," said an oil man in 
Tripoli, the Libyan capital. 


Effective or not, the gesture 


added a note of urgency to the 
talk in Arab capitals of turning 
their black gold into a political 
force against Western support 
for Israel. 


President Anwar Sadat of 


Egypt repeated his suggestion 
that Arab nations use their oil to 
pressure the United States into 
abandoning Israel. In a speech 
Monday' night to the People's 
Assembly, he linked the world 
energy crisis to the Middle East 
crisis, telling Egyptians: "These 
are big battles for which we 


must plan and coordinate." 


Although Arab militants have 


talked of mixing o'l and politics 
since the first Arab-Israeli war, 
the conservative regimes that 
control much Arab oil have been 
reluctant to gamble with their 
enormous incomes. 


The flow of Arab oil has been 


seriously interrupted only twice 
— during brief periods of war in 
1956 and 1967. 


Over the weekend, President 


Moammar Khadafy of Libya 
said: "No doubt the day will 
come when oil will be used as a 
weapon by the Arabs in the Mid- 
dle East" 


But he gave no timetable for

The U.S. Supreme Court has struck more than a blow 


for women's rights in affirming for female members of the 
armed forces the same entitlements that accrue to male ser- 
vicemen. The high court ruled that a married woman is en- 
titled to the same dependency benefits for her husband and 
children as is a married man. 


Previously, a woman member of the armed forces had 


to prove that she contributed more than 50% to the support 
of her husband. A man was under no such obligation as to 
support of his wife in obtaining dependency benefits. 


Obviously, the ruling and the language of the court are 


of distinct benefit to women in their struggle for equality in 
society. What is just as significant, perhaps, is the fact that 
women are achieving their equality without much of the 
violence and lawlessness that have been associated with 
other equality movements. 


* 
It must be granted, of course, that discrimination on the 


basis of sex is not the same as discrimination based on creed 
or color.- The sex thing is more a matter of custom, of 
culture and of history while other forms of discrimination 
have their roots in ignorance as well as other factors. 


To put it bluntly, more peoplewould be inclined to grant 


full equality to women than they would to blacks or Indians. 
And before you agree to the logic of that, give a thought to 
what it actually means. 


That it may be true is one thing but that it is logical is 


quite another. It is. in fact, totally illogical or certainly total- 
ly wrong. If we are even to have an end to discrimination, 
we are going to have to get completely away from the idea 
that anyone in our society is any better than another. 


* 
In the end, total equality will come only when an in- 


dividual is judged solely on his merits, not his color, his 
ancestry, his religion or his sex. We have made great strides 
toward this end and our own feeling is that women have 
pretty well won their battle. 


Not that discrimination against women has been totally 


eliminated, because it has not, but we are surely pointed in 
that direction and moving rather rapidly. When we say the 
battle has been won , we mean that the movement will now 
continue to move inexorably toward a conclusion. 


The same cannot be said of other forms of discrimina- 


tion. The black and the Indian still must fight the prejudice 
that has denied them for several generations the true equali- 
ty of citizenship to which they are entitled. 


Additionally, women are relatively Johnny-Come- 


Latelies in the business of equality. They have a proud 
heritage, of course, but the current drive toward equality has 
been led by the blacks. Thus, the ground was broken by the 
blacks in the early 1960's. 


It is tougher to break ground than it is to hoe up 


something that has'already been plowed 
This is another 


reason why the women's rights movement has not had to be 
as violent as that which accompanied the same thing among 
the blacks and is now a part of the same thing among the In- 
dians. 


Still, the drive for equality of women can be closely 


associated in many ways with the same drive among the 
blacks and the Indians. The fact that women have made the 
strides they have gives us hope and promise throughout the 
area of discrimination. 


Additionally, it gives all those against whom discrimina- 


tion is practiced an example of progress and achievement 
within the framework of law and order. It is a credit to 
women and to our system that sex discrimination is being 
defeated without compromising the nation's legal system.

Paving Subsidy Plan 


The paving district subsidy plan approved by 


the City Council Monday has us nonplussed 
Its 


goal of upgrading residential streets in areas where 
property owners find it a hardship to pay for paving 
assessments is worthy. But the city might find it 
difficult to provide the subsidy with the desired 
degree of fairness. Thus far, it would appear that 
little leg work has been done in ascertaining exactly 
what areas would be eligible for paving subsidies. 


Under the plan, as proposed by outgoing Coun- 


cilman Merle Hale, all properties in a designated 
subsidy area would be eligible for the program and 
would receive a 50% subsidy for paving costs. The 
subsidy would make it possible for many dirt and 
graveled roads to be paved, resulting in a benefit to 
the city as a whole. Hale contends. 


The subsidy would apply only to older 


neighborhoods comprised of lower income people 
who cannot afford assessment fees resulting from 
the creation of paving districts. It would not apply 
to new subdivisions or "the better parts of town," 
Hale said. 


In noting that the subsidy plan has a valid 


public purpose in upgrading residential streets, 
City Atty. Dick Wood said the city is going to have 
to designate certain geographic areas which will be 
eligible for'the program.. "This will necessitate 
quite a bit of study by the administration in making 
recommendations to you," Wood told the council. 


Residents who find themselves dragged into a 


paving district by the majority of property 
ownership and who feel they can't afford the 
assessment will benefit from the subsidy and the 
plan will probably encourage others who feel they 
can meet the cost with the subsidy to petition for 
paving. 


But how many residential streets will qualify 


for the subsidy? What will the additional cost to 
the city be? What about adjacent neighborhoods 
which are only marginally better off but which are 
not within the designated subsidy area? 


We don't know the answers to those questions 


and we'll bet the council isn't sure of them either. 
There will be problems in equitably administering 
the subsidy plan and we'll be happily surprised if it 
works out. 


Fair Board Sweats Football 


Under ordinary circumstances, the Lawrence 


Welk Show would be a cinch to fill the grandstand 
at the Nebraska State Fair. This is (or was) Nixon 
Country and it is also Welk Country 


But the Welk night grandstand performance 


which is a schedule'd headliner at the fair in late 
summer runs into competition from the biggest 
and best show in town. Cornhusker football. 


The State Fair Board was worried that the 


nationally-televised Nebraska-UCLA showdown on 
Sept 8 — which will attract 76.000 fans and will 
keep hundreds of thousands more Nebraskans 
glued to their tubes starting with the 4 p m kickoff 
— would cut into fair attendance in general and the 
Welk grandstand show in particular. 


Operating under the assumption that healthy 


competition will stir interest in both competitors, 
the fair board will provide special tickets allowing 
football fans who park their cars at the fairgrounds 
to return to the fairgrounds and hopefully the Welk 
show after the game. And they hope to lure to the 
fair fans who don't hold Memorial Stadium tickets 
by, setting up television screens in the open air 
auditorium for viewing of the game. 


The fair board hasn't taken this football 


business lying down. If the grandstand is filled to 
capacity, as the stadium undoubtedly will be, the 
fair board will probably be lobbying for more 
football-grandstand doubieheaders in the future.

Hunt's Wig Lives \: 


NEW YORK-If there is a 


saving aspect of the Watergate 
and related disclosures, it is that 
the affair is bound to dim the 
aura of infallibility and imperial 
superiority that fc'd come to sur- 
round the presidency, particular- 
ly in the national security 
matters; for in addition to the 
lack of integrity and scruple now 
shown to have existed in the 
White House, those involved also 
demonstrated a virtually un- 
matched record of bungling, 
stupidity and hysterical reaction. 


When the Pentagon Papers 


were first published, Charles 
Colson has testified, White 
House meetings on the matter 
turned into 'kind of panic 
sessions." 
Why? 
The 


documents were primarily 
historical, they related almost 
exclusively to the conduct and 
origins of the Vietnam war in 
past, mostly Democratic ad- 
ministrations, and as any 
number of knowledgeable per- 
sons—notably McGeorge Bundy 
—have said under oath, they did 
not impair the national security. 


But the panic sessions 


produced a plan to commit a 
burglary, which is the kind of 
decision that shows why no one 
wants panic in the White House. 
Then the actual break-in was 
botched so badly that the three 
men hired to do the job failed to 
find the records they had been 
sent to steal, although the 
records were there for the 
taking. 


Rather than keeping such a 


blatantly criminal project under 
the tight secrecy that, say, an 
experienced house-breaker 
might think wise, these brainy 
White House spooks ordered up 
the aid of the CIA—thus expan-- 
ding everyone's risks and the ad- 
ministration's guilt for the sake 
of a red wig and a small camera 
that could have been obtained 
anywhere.

At about the same time, E. 


Howard Hunt, one of the master- 
minds of the bungled burglary, 
was assigned or allowed or en- 
couraged to forge a cable sup- 
posedly 
linking President 


Kennedy to the assassination of 


Ngo Dinh Dien. The manufac- 
tured cable was a ludicrous fake 
that even Hunt said he knew 
would be detected; but it was 
leaked anyway, for what rational 
purpose no one has explained. 


The same dubious 
"con- 


sultants" who had failed at 
burglary and forgery were then 
assigned the next year to pull the 
same kind of crooked jobs for 
the Committee to Re-elect the 
President. 
The result was the 


most grievous 'bungle of 
all—their arrest, with others, 
when caught redhanded in the 
headquarters of the Democratic 
National Committee by a 
building guard who saw the tape 
they had brilliantly left on the 
lock of a door. 


Meanwhile, one indictment 


charges, another ^undercover 
operative had forged a letter 
mailed to Florida voters during 
that state's presidential primary. 
The letter imputed sexual mis- 
conduct 
to Senators Jackson 


and Humphrey and supposedly 
was signed by Edmund Muskie. 
Not only was this an ineffective 
and obvious fake; if its origin 
was as charged, the letter was 
ridiculously unnecessary. 
George Wallace won the Flonda 
primary handily and George 
McGovern, whom the Nixon 
campaign apparently wanted to 
boost, finished far back in the 
pack. 


Still another indictment 


charges the receipt of $200,000 
from Robert L. Vesco by of- 
ficials of the re-election com- 
mittee, not only in criminal 
violation of campaign finance 
laws but in return for high-level 
intervention with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission on 
Vesco's behalf. If this bribe 
charge proves to be true, it will 
be one of the most absurd of all 
the 
extraordinary acts so far 


alleged; for a deposition by the 
committee treasurer, Hugh 
Sloane, states that at precisely 
the time the money is said to 
have been received (April, 1972): 
"At this point, we were in a 
situation where the con- 
tributions were coming in so 
rapidly we really had to cut off 
and we couldn't even send peo- 


ple out to pick up contributions 
that were under $100,000."

When the Watergate arrests 


threatened exposure of all {his 
subterranean illegality, prin- 
cipals in the affair are described 
by investigators as having 
decided to deny everything and 
destroy the evidence — which 
sounds like another "panic 
session" decision. 
But the 


cover-up was as badly butchered 
as the various abortive 
operations. 
For only two 


examples, there was no need to 
hand acting FBI Director Pat 
Gray material he had not even 
known existed, with the request 
that it never see the light of day; 
and a number of persons who 
knew too much—Hugh Sloane 
appears to have been one—were 
not, or could not be, silenced. 


Even some of those who, so 


far, have not been implicated in 
any wrongdoing have con- 
tributed their mite of in- 
competence. 
Ron Ziegler. un- 


like his boss, reads the 
newspapers and talks to people 
outside the White House; the 
most elementary caution ought 
to have restrained him from the 
intemperate denials and denun- 
ciations with which he , 
attempted to ward off charges 
that would not go away. 


Nixon himself 
compounded 


the follies of tne Justice Depart- 
ment and his own staff in the 
Ellsberg prosecution by making 
approaches to the trial judge 
that, as a lawyer, he should have 
known were improper, appeared 
improper, and risked a mistrial 
or >a judicial reverse 


Now, compounding this 


astounding record of bungling, 
idiocy and panic (not to mention 
the crimes committed and con- 
doned), the administration is 
resisting appointment of an in- 
dependent prosecutor and 
shuffling around its few sur- 
vivors, instead of bring in new 
and cleansing blood. 
If they 


wanted to look guilty, the Nixon 
men 
could 
hardly 
do 


better—unless Elliot Richardson 
were to go on television wealing 
Howard Hunt's red wig.

Vietnamese struck with their 
surprise spring offensive 
The 


President was wholly occupied 
with the military crisis in Viet- 
nam throughout April while the 
VV'aterbuggers were recruited 
<md equipped 


On May 8, he mined Haiphong 


harbor, an <ict which he feared 
might cause the cancellation of 
his Moscow visit This crowded 
out all other problems, aides 
recall, as he awaited the 
Kremlin's reaction and prepared 


for the summit meeting. 
He 


arrived in Moscow on May 22 as 
the Waterbuggers were recon- 
noitenng the Democratic layout 
m preparation for the first 
break-in 


Throughout this period, say 


aides, subordinates didn't bother 
him about politics He usually 
holed up with his Vietnam- 
China-Russia paperwork in one 
of his hideouts. An occasional 
political poll, memo or clipping 
would reach his desk, they 
remember 
Usually, it would 


come back with a scribbled "H." 
referring it to staff chief H R 
Haldeman 
Some were marked 


both ' H" and "C," which meant 
it should also be called to the 
attention of troubleshooter 
Charles Colson. 


Everyone who had access to 


the President remembers he was 
angry and surprised by news of 
the Watergate arrest on June 17. 
He exploded with expletives, 
they recall The kindest word he 
had tor those responsible was 
"idiots'" 


He immediately assigned 


counsel John Dean, then a 
presidential favorite, to find out 
whether anyone in the White 
House was involved. Aides who 
heard the President discuss *his 
assignment swear he wanted 
Dean to make sure the White 
House was clean, not to obstruct 
the investigatio;i. 


The President was more 


suspicious but less concerned 
about th? c?"ipaign committee 
across the street at 1701 Penn- 
sylvania Avenue. 
"It was 


assumed around the White 
House," recalls one insider, 
"that Watergate was strictly a 
Keystone Kops, 1701 type 
operation " 


The suspicion centered on Jeb 


Stuart Magruder, the deputy 
campaign director Two months 
before the election. 
John 


E h r h c h m a n urged 
that 


Magruder be fingered as the 
c a m p a i g n 
o f f i c i a l 
who 


authorized the Waterbuggmg. 
The decision not to throw 
Magruder to the wolves, says 
one source, had the President's 
approval 


Congressional sources also say 


that L. Patrick Gray, as acting 
FBI director, warned the Presi- 
dent as early as July 6 that the 
men around him were misusing 
both the FBI and CIA. "You are 
being mortally wounded by the 
men around you," Gray is 
quoted as telling the President. 


Richard Nixon places a high 


premium on loyalty, which he 
believes in giving "as well as 
receiving. The men around him, • 
indeed, were selected more for 
their loyalty than their ability. 


It simply didn't occur to the 


President, in the opinion of 
those who know him, that such 
trusted aides ?s Haldeman and 
Ehrhchman would deceive him 


Of course, no one knows what 


Haldeman or Ehrlichman may 
have told the President in 
private. But there was never any 
hint around the White House, 
say our sources, that Nixon had 
any inkling of the payoffs to 
defendants to keep their months 
shut, the destruction of in- 


criminating evidence and the 
obstruction of justice. 


Certainly, he wanted to con- 


trol the Watergate investigation 
and keep it from becoming a 
major embarrassment. He may 
even have congratulated Dean 
for helping to soften the blow, 
although a search of his 
meticulous records doesn't show 
the September 17 visit when 
Dean reputedly claimed the 
President told him. "Good job, 
John 
Bob (Haldeman) told me 


what a great job you've done." 


But our sources are convinced 


that Dean, Mitchell, Ehrlichman 
and Haldeman concealed from 
the President their alleged in- 
volvement in the illegal cover- 
up 


Despite his grim, brooding 


nature, Nixon also has a gentle, 
compassionate Quaker side. One 
aide told us that after his name 
appeared briefly in the 
Watergate headlines, the Presi- 
dent called him in not to demand 
an explanation but to console 
him. For an hour, Nixon told 
about the rough times he had 
been through and urged his 
assistant to relax and not let the 
notoriety get him down. 


It is painful for the President 


to fire anyone, least of all a close 
associate. 
He went through 


several sleepless nights, say 
aides, before he could bring 
himself to oust Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman. After the confron- 
tation, they heard, the emotion 
welled op in his eyes.

Sometimes they got the 
giggles and we had to change the 
subject. 


I had a girl and boy in 


wheelchairs

The youngster was stan- 
ding on a bank which suddenly 
broke loose and the life of the 
child sadly ended. 


When I closed the program, I 


wrote and illustrated four paper- 
back books for children.

Bill Passes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Tuesday passed an $805- 
million bill authorizing federal 
funds to encourage group health 
plans. 


These plans generally provide 


comprehensive care to bnrolees 
who pay a fixed monthly charge 
rather than a fee for service. 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. D- 


Mass.. chief sponsor of the bill, 
cut it back sharply during the 
floor debate. 


Even so, the final version went 


far beyond President Nixon's 
recommendations in the field. 


Conservative 
Republicans 


predicted that it would be 
vetoed if sent to the White 
House. 


The Senate's 69-25 vote sent 


the measure to the House, where 
a subcommittee is working on a 
$280-million version. 


About 96 per cent of all 


Americans now pay for their 
care through the customary fee- 
for-service system and only 4 per 
cent through group health plans. 


Kennedy said his original $1.5 


billion bill might have en- 
couraged an additional 5 per 
cent to switch to the pre-pay 
plans. 


The bill as passed carries 


money over the next three years 
for planning of group health 
plans, initial development 
expenses, construction costs, 
grants and loans to meet 
operating deficits, and capitation 
payments 
to enable the 


organizations to enroll indigent 
persons.

Gas Shortage Closing Stations, Curbing Bargains 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 


Independent gasoline stations 
nationwide are locking their 
pumps in the midst of the 
petroleum shortage, and more is 
at stake for motorists than 
driving a few extra blocks to fill 
up. 


The shortage is cutting deeply 


into tjhe nation's gasoline 
bargain basement, the stations 
and refineries the Federal Trade 
Commission has called "the 
primary agents in translating ef- 
ficiencies at the production and 
distribution levels into lower 
prices at the retail level." 


Those lower prices have 


amounted to a savings of 3 to 5 
cents a gallon. The private brand 
operators estimate they had cap- 
tured a quarter of the retail gas- 
oline market before the fuel 
shortage hit. 


The independent refineries, 


,' caught in an intricate web of 


government policies which once 
boosted their fortunes, are now 
sputtering at a fraction of their 
capacity while the major oil 
companies' refineries work over- 
time in a so far failing struggle to 
keep up with demand. 


SIGMA, the independents' 


.. trade association, estimates that 


1,500 of its member gasoline 
stations closed down last month. 
The office of Emergency Plan- 
ning said Wednesday that its sur- 
veys show 562 stations have 
closed because of short supplies 
and 1,376 are threatened. , 


The squeeze is intentional, 


some gasoline discounters claim. 
The 20 or so major oil com- 
panies, which control 80 per cent 
of the nation's refining and dis- 
tribution capacity, are using the 
gasoline shortage to gain a 
strangleholfl on gas pumps, they 
assert. 


Given the squeeze, "there 


wouldn't be any more gas price 
war, and it would be that much 
easier for a few companies to 
keep the prices of gasoline up," 
said Wilfred IJ. Hall, executive 
director of the Independent Oil 
Men's Association df New 
England. 


The majors say the in- 


dependents, who have relied on 
the majors for supplies of crude 
oil and finished petroleum 
products, are only getting what's 
coming after years of obtaining 
cheap leftovers. 


—Gasoline prices in four 


major western markets, which 
had been fluctuating widely 


from competitive pressure, 
suddenly stabilized last summer, 
apparently reflecting withdrawal 
of retailer discounts and rebates 
to the majors's distributors, ac- 
cording to economics Prof. Fred 
A. Tarpley of Georgia Tech. 


—A (Phoenix, Ariz., dis- 


counter with eight stations has 
obtained a preliminary injunc- 
tion barring Phillips Petroleum 
from cutting off his gasoline 
supply. After weighing the 
charge that Phillips' action 
amounted to an antitrust viola- 
tion through restraint of trade, 
the judge concluded: "It appears 
to the court that there are suf- 
ficient facts upon which the 
plaintiffs can ultimately es- 
tablish the allegations as con- 
tained in their complaint." 


—At the same time the major 


oil companies are cutting off in- 
dependents, several majors are 
opening their own . discount 
stations to sell gas and oil under 
so-called secondary brands at 
discount prices. Included are 
Exxon with "Alert," Shell with 
"Ride," Mobil with "Sello" self- 
service stations and Phillips with 
three secondary brands. 


The majors now are reaping 


major profits—up by nearly 28 
per cent for the first three 
months of this year compared 
with last year. 


Some independents cite what 


they consider damning evidence 
for the theory, that their 
operations are being strangled: 


The stranglehold charges, are 


nonsense, according to a Shell 
Oil spokesman in summing up 
the majors' view. "We honestly 
have no such policy." 


Phillips has denied the 


charges in the Phoenix case. The 
majors with secondary brands 
say the operations are limited 
experiments started prior to the 
shortage. 


Indeed, some independents 


doubt the stranglehold theory. 
"I think the shortage is real," 
said Frederick Lichtman, head 
of Tulsa Oil Corp. and president 
of the Society of Independent 
Gasoline Marketers of America. 


The Treasury Department 


expects to have by week's end 
guidelines for allocation of 
supplies, but William E. Simon, 
deputy secretary of the 
Treasury, said he expects the 
allocations to be small help to 
the independent marketers. The 
allocations initially will be 
voluntary.

Major oil producers, Simon 


and other administration of- 
ficials have said that the dis- 
count stations have been able to 
flourish because they buy gas- 
oline leftovers—"distressed 
product"—that the major 
refiners can't sell except at cut 
rates. 


"That's so much nonsense," 


said Fred C. Allvine, a Georgia 
Tech associate professor of 
marketing who has studied in- 
dependent markers intensively. 
"I doubt that 25 per cent is 
bought as distressed product." 


Although federal officials hope 


they can obtain some relief for 
the smaller service stations soon, 
the question of getting crude oil 
to independent refineries has 
beccr,.e complicated by en- 
vironmental restrictions, price 
controls and some sticky 
economic realities. 


Treasury Department officials 


estimate that the nation needs 
another 300,000 to 400,000 
barrels a day of gasoline now. 
Independent refiners estimate 
their refineries are running 300,- 
000 to 400,000 barrels of crude oil 
short of capacity. Full use of that 
capacity at present yields would 
take care of about half of the es- 
timated gasoline shortage. 


One reason the independents 


aren't running at full steam is a 
breakdown in the usual 
relationship between major 
refineries and independents. 


Many of the independents are 


located away from the ports 
where imported oil enters the 
country. Others are located near 
ports but their refinery plum- 
bing would corrode if they 
handled the high-sulfur "sour" 
crude 
-ii which comes from 


major* overseas sources.- 


In the past these com- 


plications have been remedied 


through a simple process. 
Independent refiners gave the 
major coastal refineries the in- 
dependents' 
government- 


granted rights to imported oil. 
.The^ majors, in turn, swapped 
low-sulfur "sweet" crude oil 
production from fields near the 
independent 
refineries in 


exchange for other import 
rights. 


The system worked well when 


imports were restricted and im- 
ported oil was much cheaper 
than domestic oil. The coastal 
refineries also had no restric- 
tions on the amount of sulfur 
they spewed out their stacks. 


Now import restrictions have 


been eased. Imported oil costs as 
much as $4.40 a barrel due to 
dollar devaluation, increased 
world demand and higher prices 
charged by exporting companies.

Eyes Changes 


. . . Creates Bylaw Unit

The Lincoln Hospital and 


Health Council ILHHC) Tuesday 
turned back by one vote a series 
Not proposals to alter its present 
membership, approving instead 
a motion to establish a bylaw 
committee to study the matter. 


The bylaw changes rejected on 


a 7 to 8 vote would have 
decreased mandated hospital 
and physician representation 
from nine to five, freeing four 
health services "provider" seats 
tor representatives of other 
health service areas, such as den- 
tal, optometrk or mental health.

More Patients Stay 
Less Time—LHHC 


Hospital utilization statistics 


developed by the Lincoln 
Hospital and Health Council 
(LHHCi show that while the 
average daily patient census in 
Lincoln hospitals has steadily in- 
creased over the past 20 years, 
the average' length of stay for 
each patient has declined. 


The statistics show that the 


average number of patients in 
three Lincoln hoispitals — St. 
Elizabeth, Lincoln General and 
Bryan Memorial — has climbed 
from 407 in 1950 to 600 in 1972. 


Much of the increase parallels 


a boost in the number of beds 
available, from 511 in 1950 to 783 
in 1972 


More Patients 


But the decline in the average 


length of stay, the average 
number of days each patient 
remains in the hospital, also in- 
dicates that more patients would 
be served with the same number 
of beds 


The average stay, which was 


8 4 days in 1950. was 7 1 in 1972 


LHHC Executive Director 


William Joem said statistics for 
the first of half of 1973 will be 
added to the compilation this 
summer. 


He said he believes those 


figures would show that all three 
hospitals have had bed utiliza- 
tion in medical-surgical areas 


close to and in some cases as 
much as 100' r 


Although Joern himself 


offered no analysis of the data, 
which he said represents 
LHHC's first compilation of such 
material in three years, the 
statistics clearly indicate the im- 
pact of the increasing hospital 
activity in every area but 
obstretics 


Rural Patients 


Joern also said he has data to 


show that since 1966 the three 
hospitals have served a larger 
number of rural patients.

Curtis—Take it from the man 


heading the first law enlorce- 
ment program of its kind in the 
state, it's "the only way for the 
rural county to go." 


Since Jan. 1, Frontier County 


has depended solely upon its 
sheriff's for protection. Sheriff 
Lannie Roblee and his four 
deputies, besides patroling the 
county's 964 square miles, have 
taken on the policing of Curtis, 
May wood and Eustis. 


Initiated with $27.000 ot first- 


vear help from the Nebraska 
Crime Commission, the pilot 
protect also derives funding 
trom its four participants. Both 
the county and Curtis, largest of 
the communities with a popula- 
tion ot 1.160. each will pay 40', 
ot a balance estimated at about 
$33.000. Maywood and Eustis 
each agreed to pay 10' <. 


•Only Practical Way' 
"I'm convinced this is the only 


practical way'to have effective 
law enforcement in the rural 
situation " said Roblee, in office 
three years following a four-year 
stint with Lexington's police 


department 
"Several other 


counties are experimenting with 
cooperative programs, but ours 
was the first to go all the way." 


Among the others are York, 


Brown, Kearney and Buffalo 
Counties. Generally 
their 


moditied arrangements find 
some of the smaller towns con- 
tracting with the counties for 
protection. 


Noting that Frontier was 


without any uniformed lawmen 
outisde of Curtis when he came.

will h.ive their hours adjusted to

vcar highest demand for power 
would reduce power cost during 
other months of the year, under 
the power cost system used, it

Research by 
university 


agricultural engineers has shown 
that many irrigators could 
reduce their water use by half 
and still raise top crops, accor- 
ding to William R. Pedersen, 
Custer County Extension agent.

The total moisture demand for 


corn is about 25 to 28 inches per 
season,

irrigation system must supply 
the watei not provided by the 
soil moisture reseruiir and ram- 
tall Fischbach said 


It raintall dropped to 5 inches 


during the growing season, then 
the irrigation system would need 
to supply about 12 inches of 
water, providing the soil profile 
was lull in the root zone prior to 
planting, the experts said.

a tall, broad- 


shouldered man of 66. previously 
occupied the denomination s 
chief executive post that ot state 
clerk, from 1951 to 1966 He 
gradually moved on to key in- 
terdenominational positions on 
the national and world scene. 


He was president of the 


National Council of Churches. 


including most of the nation's 
major Protestant and Kastern 
Orthodox bodies, from 1954 to 
1957. Dr. Blake retired at the 
end of last year after six years as 
general secretary or chief ad- 
ministrator, ol the World Coun- 
cil of Churches. 


Besides his leading role in the 


cause of Christian unity, he also 
has been a keen backer of Chris- 
tian social activism — of 
applying its teachings in action 
to current problems and issues 
in society 


It is his own denomination s 


policy toward American Chris- 
tian unitv efforts that played a 
keen undercurrent in the elec- 
tion race here 


It was in Decembei 19HO in a

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BRUNSWICK, Maine (AP) - 


Sen. Sam J Ervin Jr., chairman 
of the Senate's Watergate in- 
vestigation committee, warned 
Tuesday that some Americans in 
high offices have lost faith in the 
nation's commitment to 
freedom. 


"They demand the abridg- 


ment of historic freedoms of our 
people, and attempt to justify 
their demand by the plea that 
there is no other way to obtain 
security for our land," Ervin 
said. 


He did not specify what of- 


ficials he meant, but he said 
their reaction was caused by the 
rise in crime, threats to the 


national security and other 
developments. 


'"Ours is a tune of doubt and 


fear," said the North Carolina 
Democrat, in remarks prepared 
tor delivery at Bowdoin College. 


"The tides of fear are rising, 


and the anchors of faith are 
dragging. It is in such a time 
frightened humanity needs 
freedom most," he said. 


Ervln's appearance at the 


college, originally scheduled for 
Thursday, was moved up two 
days to avoid a conflict with the 
opening session of televised 
hearings by his special com- 
mittee investigating the 
Watergate affair 


Sen. Sam Ervin 


Ervin said a controversial 


preventive detention law 
enacted for the District of 


Columbia at President Nixon's 
request has proven "worthless 
as a weapon against crime." 


Such a law "has no rational or 


rightful place in our land," said 
Ervin, and Congress should vote 
to repeal it and reject the 
President's request for a similar 
nationwide statute. 


The senator outlined legal and 


constitutional arguments against 
no-knock laws, - which permit 
police to enter a home and 
execute a search warrant 
without giving its occupants any 
notice of their authority or pur- 
pose. 


"If its people are to have 


respect for law, a nation must 


have respectable laws, and no 
law is respectable if it authorizes 
officers to act like burglars," he 
said. 


Ervin also touched on "recent 


efforts to abridge the freedoms 
of speech, association, and 
assembly of individuals or 
groups whose thoughts and 


words offend government or a 
majority of our citizens." 


He referred specifically to the 


late President Johnson's use of 
the Army *o spy on civilians who 
.expressed disapproval of ad- 
ministration policies, and Presi- 
dent Nixon's efforts to bolster 
the powers of the Subversive Ac- 
tivities Control Board.

lynched at least eight persons 
Tuesday in Bihar State, in belief 
that they kidnaped children and 
forced them to work as beggars, 
police said. 


Police in the town of Patna 


said the hangings brought the 
total number of lynchings in a 
week to 16. Some of the children 
reportedly were maimed to 
make them more pathetic and 
increase their appeal as beggars, 
the police said. 


FBI Director Says He's Sorry 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Ac- 


ting FBI Director William D. 
Ruckelshaus apologized to the 
Secret Service Tuesday for 
saying his retrieval of missing 
wiretap files resulted in a near 
scuffle with agents at the White 
House. 


"The gloves were not donned, 


the fighters never introduced, 
and the bell never rang. In short, 
the bout never occurred," said 
Ruckelshaus in a letter to 
Treasury Secretary George P 
Shultz. 


At a news conference Monday, 


Ruckelshaus disclosed that 
wiretap records on 13 govern- 
ment officials and 4 newsmen 
had been spirited from the FBI 
to a safe in the White House of- 
fice of former presidential aide 
John D. Ehrlichman.

the new campaign reporting law 
and that the congressmen had 
better be careful. 


"Don't try to play fast and 


loose with this one," Liddy said. 
"There are strong criminal sanc- 
tions running to this act, and we 
would all be, I think, very well 
advised not to treat it with the 
same attitude that you treated 
the existing laws " 


But Liddy also pointed up two 


ways congressmen could get 
around the law. both involving ] 
Ihe collection and expenditure of ] 
funds before the law took effect. 


"He told us to go out and getil 


all the money we could before) 
April 7.." said one congressional j 
aide who attended the seminar. I 
"He said we wouldn't have toij 
name Contributors and, even1 
better, we could go out and buy 'i 
television and radio time with, 
the money collected before April ( 
1 and it wouldn't count against/ 
the law's limitations on media 
expenses."

Before the law took effect on 


April 7. all campaign con- 
tributions could be kept secret, 
but all contributions received 
after that date had to be made 
public. The law also limited the 
amount of money that could be 
spend on a congressional cam- 
paign For an average campaign, 
the maximum was about $50,000.

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Brazilian Newspaper Continues To Operate Despite Censorship, Police Harassment 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - A 


Brazilian newspaper continues 
to operate in the face of special 
censorship, police harassment 
and rumors that the military-run 
government plans to close it. 


The weekly Opiniao has been 


in trouble since its first issue six 
months ago because of its 
political reporting and stories 
about topics most other papers 
won't touch. 


Last month police with sub- 


machine guns seized Opiniao as 
it was coming off the presses and 
arrested the publisher and two 
top editors. The men were even- 
tually released, and the edition 
was allowed to circulate several 
days later - but with eight of its 
24 pages missing. 


The Apnl 30 issue didn't come 


out at all. A special team of cen- 
sors did not return any of the 


stories the editors had submitted 
for clearance. 


The government is silent on 


censorship and it doesn't 
acknowledge that special cen- 
sors are working on Opiniao. 


President EmUio G. Medici, a 


former army general, made the 
state's position clear in a speech 
earlier this year. The regime 
"must implacably break all 
resistance" to plans for 


developing the country, he said. 


Opiniao did come out this 


week, but with only 16 pages and 
no hard-hitting articles. Just a 
few hours before the paper went 
to press, censors finally cleared 
some of the two weeks' worth of 
material that had been piling up. 


"This is an example of ab- 


solute arbitrariness," Editor 
Raimundo Pereira said. "It 
makes me laugh." 


He pointed to Article 153 of 


the Brazilian constitution — as 
amended by the military regime 
that has been in power for the 
past nine years. It says: "The 
manifestation of ,thought, of 
political or philosophical convic- 
tion, is free, as is the providing 
of information independently of 
censorship. The publication of 
books, newspapers and 
periodic§l&4o4f*|ot depend on a 


license from the authorities." 


One of the articles the censors 


vetoed was an old discourse by 
the late Sigmund Freud 
analyzing the life of military of- 
ficers. 


The police called in Pereira 


and Publisher Fernando 
Gasparian for a "meeting" to 
discuss Opimao's future The 
two wound up answering 
questions until dawn about the 


paper's reporters and sources of 
income 


"It was a trap. We were prac- 


tically under arrest." Pereira 
said 


"They wanted to know if we 


were getting financing from 
Moscow — things like that." 
Gasparian, 43, is a former textile 
manufacturer who was a 
national businessmen's leader in 
Brazil in the 1960s He later 


became a teacher and in 1971 
was a visiting fellow in 
economics at Oxford University 
in England 


Last year Gasparian returned 


to Brazil and founded Opiniao 
"because I believe many young 
people in Brazil would like to 
express their ideas in a legal 
way, rather than get involved in 
subversion and terrorism "

Virgil Falloon, Public Information Officer for the State Welfare 


Dept., said that, based on legal advice, abortions are being treated 
like any other medical procedure for a welfare client by the depart- 
ment 


The advice is based on the U S. Supreme Court decision that 


abortions are a medical rightl and the decision as to the advisibility of 
such medical procedure is determined between the patient and her 
physician. 


Why can't there be a paved lane between the sidewalks and the

Holsinger said the solution is a complex one involving exclusive 


bicycle paths, utilization of the sidewalks and widening some of the 
streets for bicycle lanes The classification standards have been 
forwarded to the large committee for approval and then will be sent 
to the mayor for his approval. If the mayor concurs with the 
recommendations, they will be sent on to the appropriate city 
departments. 


Holsinger, noted that in cases where there will be major 


reconstruction this summer, the recommendations will be taken into 
consideration for the planning. 


What can be done about cars parked across the sidewalk? When 


we go to school in the morning there is always a car blocking the 
sidewalk in the 6000 block of Madison and even though we called the 
police the car was there the next morning.

Labor Movement 
Comes To Prison 


WALPOLE, Mass. (AP) — 


The labor movement has come 
to Massachusetts' maximum 
security prison, with inmates at 
the troubled institution deman- 
ding rights similar to those of 
others who work for the state. 


Walpole State Prison, wracked 


by troubles ranging from inmate 
murder to a guards' strike, now 
has a chapter of the National 
Prisoners Reform Association. 


The group has petitioned the 


State Labor Relations Commis- 
sion for bargaining status with 
prison officials. Their goal, they 
say, is the use of time-tested 
labor procedures to obtain job 
safety and better working con- 
ditions — just like others who 
work for the state. 


The movement is strongly op- 


posed by prison guards, who say 
they fear the inmates will want 
to negotiate other issues in 
prison life. 


Association President Robert 


Dellelo, serving a life sentence 
on a murder conviction, says 
guards simply want "a com- 
munity prison with self- 
government, inmate participa- 
tion and working conditions like 
on the street." 


"We don't want to run the 


prison," said Robert Dussault, a 
convicted bank robber who is 
treasurer of the reform associa- 
tion. "We just want a say in how 
it's run. This is our home." 


The reform association says it 


won the support of 87 per cent of 
Walpole's 540 inmates in an elec- 
tion, and Correction Com- 
missioner John 0. Boone a 
month ago named the group 


"exclusive authorized represen- 
tatives of (inmates) for the pur- 
pose of resolving all grievances." 


A prison union will just lead to 


more trouble for guards, argues 
Lawrence Siskind, attorney for 
the Massachusetts Penal Com- 
mittee, a guards' group. 


"They'll have a business agent 


to represent them with the 
superintendent over whether or 
not an inmate has a headache 
and cannot work," Siskind told 
the Labor Relations Commission 
last week. 


"They'll bargain for spaghetti

I'm Pinocchio. Many persons, 


upon first glance, think that I'm 
an anteater — probably because 
ot my elongated nose — but in 
certain respects that couldn't be 
further from the truth 


You see. my constant com- 


panions and I are Coatimundis, 
and we re/ide on Coati Island 
here at the Lincoln Children's 
Zoo. 


We are members of the Ra- 


coon family, and, as such are the 
Racoons of South and Central 
America, although our im- 
mediate relatives often find 
"themselves roaming throughout 
certain areas of the United 
States, particularly in southern 
Arizona and New Mexico. 


The five of us — myself, a 


mule, and two females and our 
two youngsters — compose a 
new Coatimundi colony here. 
The three who were your friends 


• last summer were sent to 


Denver to be distributed to 
another zoo 


Although our human friends 


here were quite fond of the 'old' 
Coatimundis. they wanted a 
larger colony of such animals on 
the huge island. And they knew 
that we wouldn't all get along. 


We Coatimundis are very 


territorial animals. That means 
that, regardless of size and 
strength, an animal will not 
accept new members being in- 
troduced into his territory In 
fact, that instinct is so tremen- 
dous that the older Coatimundis 
probably will kill any new- 
comers. 


The Island was the old 


Coatimundis' home, and 
therefore their territory. So 
those older ones had desire to 
protect what was their own — 
and they would have fought for 
it to the death The theory of 
terntonalism applies not only to 
Coatimundis. but also to manv 


other animals as well. Many zoos 
find it nearly impossible to in- 
troduce newcomers in a 
previously established animal 
colony where others already 
have extended their dominance. 


With all of that in mind, we 


were brought here from our 
former home in the National Zoo 
in Washington, D.C., where our 
fellow residents included the 
Pandas which were given to the 
citizens of the United States" 
during the President's trip to 
Peking And here I must add an 
interesting, if not boastful, fact 
— and that is that we Coatimun- 
dis are kisstn' cousins to the Pan- 
das In fact, we are one of the 
closest relations to those in- 
triguing bears 


In our natural habitat, our 


territories range from deserts to ' 
heavily wooded terrain. As you 
can well understand, we are 
readily adaptable to most en- 
vironments, and can tolerate 
both hot and colder climates. 


Here on Coati Island, we Jiave 


our favorite treats of fruits and 
vegetables, the favorite meals of 
our relatives who still inhabit the 
wilds, although they also enjoy a 
small mammal or bird now and 
then. I already mentioned that 
we have some similarity to 
anteaters, and that is at least 
half-true — for a delicacy, we 
love to root into anthills for the 
treats found within. 


We reddish brown animals, 


with black masked faces and 
striped tails, are very powerful 


beings and excellent climbers. 
We live largely in family groups 
— usually one male with two or 
three females and our babies. By 
the way, we may have some new 
offspring to show off here on 
Coati Island by the end of this 
summer. And when they arrive, 
that will be something! You see,

Eugene Crawford, executive director of the National Indian 


Lutheran Board, will present the keynote address at the state 
League of Women Voters (LWV) convention which will be held at 
the Villager Motel on Wednesday and Thursday. 


The problems and concerns of Indians today wilt highlight Mr. 


Crawford's address, scheduled to be held in the Villager Ballroom 
at 8.15 o'clock on Wednesday evening. The league has extended an 
open invitation to all persons involved in and concerned with the 
Indian community to attend the speech. 


Mr. Crawford is a member of the Sisseton Sioux tribe and has - 


worked consistently in the fields of education and social services. 
Prior to joining the Lutheran Council staff, he headed the 
American Indian Center in Omaha 
His current position is as 


associate secretary for Indian Services in the Division of Mission 
and Ministry of the Lutheran Council in the United States. In-addi- 
tion, he is active in many national organizations and serves on 
several national boards, including the National Congress of Indian. 


More than 1<X) delegates, representing LWV units across the 


state, will attend the two-day convention and will participate ac- 
tively in selecting officers and the organization's two-year state 
program, according to Mrs Rosemary' Rodeck, convention coor- 
dinator 


The three primary areas of study on the proposed state 


program encompass improvement of the Nebraska Constitution, 
selection and removal of judges, and evaluation of administration 


and procedures in the correction of juvenile offenders in Nebraska. 


The state board also recommended that certain items be dis- 


continued in the League's program, particularly due to lack of in- 
terest. Among those studies which may not be retained are a study 
of comprehensive planning for a quality environment in Nebraska, 
the position on sanitation, and the discussion of state aid to non- 
public schools. 


Other items which may be placed on the state program, as 


recommended by local groups, include Indians, mental impair- 
ment, land use. public power system, financing of public schools, 
regionalism, and auto insurance 


Criteria for selecting a state program item include whether 


statewide league interest exists, whether the program is a vital 
issue of state government, whether the problem exists on a 
state wide basis, whether the league will make a considerable con- 
tribution, and whether the problem can be solved primarily 
through state rather than national government 


Program discussions will take place on Wednesday afternoon 


and Thursday morning, and the official adoption proceedings will 
follow the morning session. 


New state officers and board members will be elected on 


Thursday afternoon, according to Mrs Robert Zilly. state presi- 
dent, who will preside over the convention

with sink the contract with his 
remaining hearts. 


But let's suppose South leads 


diamonds at once, instead of 
spades. In that case, he makes 
the contract whatever the 
defenders do. If West refuses 
the first diamond, South plays 
another one. 


As a result, West's hearts 


drop out of the picture. If he 
takes the ace, he has no entry 
for his hearts; if he refuses the 
ace a second time, South 
abandons the suit and leads 
spades to wrap up the contract. 


Obviously, the crux of the 


hand lies in choosing the right 
suit to attack, but which suit 
South should play first is cer- 
tainly not a tossup. In making 
his choice, South goes back to 
the bidding for guidance. 


It is far more logical to 


assume that East's spade bid 
was based' on a suit headed by 
the ace than one headed by the 
nine. It follows that if West has 
an ace, it is more likely to be in 
diamonds than spades, and 
South therefore shapes his play 
so as to deprive West of his 
potential entry card. 


In effect, the bidding paves 


the way to the proper method of 
play.

AMMAN, Jordan (AP) — King 


Hussein finally has acceded to 
women's liberationists in Jordan 
and given women the right to 
vote and be elected to parlia-1 
ment.

"When I heard the news I 


could not sleep all night. I con- 
sider it one of the great events in 
our country's history," said Mrs. 
Nimra Tannous, a senior civil 
servant. 


Added a woman college 


graduate, "King Hussein has 
always shown appreciation for 
our achievements, but the right 
to participate in elections 
seemed a long way off." 


Formally, the 37-year-old 


monarch initiated the extension 
of the franchise to women in a 
letter to Prime Minister Ahmed 
Lawzi in which he requested 
amendment of a 1960 election 
law. 


His new bride Queen Alia said 


in a television interview the king 
had the change in mind for some 
months but "whether I had any 
direct influence in bringing it 
about at this time, well, I leave 
that to your judgment." The 
royal couple was married four 
months ago. 


The voting age for women has 


still not been decided. Therefore 
the number of women en- 
franchised has not been deter- 
mined. The voting age for males 
is 18. The last parliamentary 
elections were held in April 1967. 


In recent speeches, Hussein 


has often promised equal rights 
for women and stressed the in- 
creasing role they must play in 
Jordanian society. 


The first step in giving them 


greater political rights came in 
the fall of 1971 when the Jorda- 
nian National Union, the coun- 
try's only political organization, 
was formed. Women drew seats 
on preparatory committees. 


A year later in the first party 


elections, a woman, Mrs. Bidriya 
Abdel Jalil. was elected to the 
executive council. At the same 
time Hussein appointed five 
women to the body to underline 
his increasing commitment to 
women's rights. 


A worker in the port of Aqaba 


interviewed by Jordanian radio 
said. "I disagree with women in 
parliament. Their place is in the 
home.

Legislators Advance Overhaul 
Of Community College System 


By The Associated Press 
The legislature Tuesday ten- 


tatively overhauled the state's 
community college system set 
up by the 1971 legislature. 


All of the state's 93 counties 


would be within one of the sev- 
en community college areas, ac- 
cording to the terms of LB533. 


The bill was advanced from 


general file, or first stage floor 
consideration, by a 33-0 vote 
after more than an hour of dis- 
cussion and numerous amend- 
ments. 


The 1971 law, enacted as 


LB759, created eight areas, pro- 
vided for 75 per cent state fund- 
ing and 25 per cent local funding 
through a one-mill levy, and 
required all counties to be 
within the areas by Jan. 1,1973. 


However, a number of coun- 


ties did not join areas and eight 
Panhandle counties have band- 
ed together in a suit challenging 
the constitutionality of the 1971 
law. 


LB533 is sponsored by the 


Education Committee and is 
designed to improve the 1971 law 
and remove possible con- 
stitutional objections involved in 
the court suit, according to Sen. 
Jerome Warner of Waverly, 
chief sponsor. 


Originally, LB533 would have 


simply cut the number of areas 
to five, but Warner agreed to 
boost the total back to eight 
after the mainline budget bill 


based funding for the commu- 
nity colleges on eight areas. 


The eight areas in the original 


bill were cut to seven when 
senators approved an amend- 
ment to combine the Lincoln 
Technical Community College 
area with the southeastern Ne- 
braska area. However, Omaha 
remains alone and separate from 
the eastern Nebraska area. 


Warner won voice approval of 


a pair of amendments Tuesday 
to require all areas to levy a one 
mill tax or not receive any state 
funds, and to abolish all current- 
ly existing area governing 
boards. 


The latter amendment, to 


wipe out all current boards and 
replace them with boards ap- 
pointed by Gov. J. J. Exon, is 
designed to tace the fact that 
some area have new counties in 
them, Warner said. Inclusion of 
the counties in the areas with- 
out b o a r d representation 
amounts to taxation without 
representation, he said. 


Most of the discussion among 


senators Tuesday contained 
vocal support for the statewide 
system, but several senators 
suggested changes in the make- 
up of some areas.

Highway Trust Fund for finan- 
cing subways, a key issue for 
former Nebraska Gov. Norbert 
Tiemann if he gets the federal 
post 


The White House favors diver- 


ting money from the federal tax 
pool as planned highway con- 
struction draws to an end. 


"I'm on the record against 


diversion, and I continue to feel 
that way personally," said 
Tiemann, "but being a member 
of the administration I will 
follow their mandate." 


Tiemann made the statement 


before a Senate Public Works 
Committee. 


His opinion could be used as 


ammunition in a House-Senate 
conference trying to resolve the 


transit issue in a compromise 
highway bill. The issue 
deadlocked the conference last 
year and killed the bill. 


Tiemann, a Republican, lost 


his re-election bid to the current 
governor, J. J. Exon. 


Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., 


told Tiemann: "I know the job 
you did on the Nebraska road 
system. It needed it." 


Later, the committee voted in 


closed session to approve 
Tiemann's nomination, It now 
goes to the full Senate.

The ministry accused 
the Americans of "sabotage and 
flagrant provocation" for 
allegedly renewing air strikes in 
South Vietnam. 


The U.S. Embassy in Saigon 


denied the charges for the third 
time. 


The official statement by 


North Vietnam implied that 
Hanoi's Le Due Tho would call 
off meetings beginning Thursday 
in Paris with Henry A. Kissinger 
if there is any further American 
bombing of Viet Cong-controlled 
areas in South Vietnam. 


Tho, on arrival in Paris Mon- 


day, charged thdt the alleged air 
raids are aimed at putting 
pressure on the North Viet- 
namese for the negotiations to 
discuss ways of stopping 
violations of the Paris agree- 
ment signed nearly four months 
ago. 


In Paris, qualified sources said 


Kissinger and Tho will meet as 
scheduled Thursday, probably in 
the morning, to discuss enforce- 


ment of the agreement they 
negotiated. The new round of 
talks is scheduled to last several 
days. 


The North Vietnamese 


Foreign Ministry said that since 
early May, U.S. and South Viet- 
namese aircraft have "bar-

statement added. 


While North Vietnam said a 


stable peace can coine only 
when the United States strictly 
complies with the agreement. 
President Nguyen Van Thieu of 
South Vietnam declared lasting 
peace depends on whether the 
Communists renounce their plan 
to take over the South militarily.

A two-story red sandstone Vic- 


t o r i a n s t r u c t u r e stands 
majestically at 808 D. Built in 
1890 by W H. Tyler, who came to 
Lincoln from England, the house 
has remained a one-family 
residence all these years It is 
presently owned and occupied 
by Gertrude A Tyler, daughter 
of the builder 


According to Miss Tyler, the 


house has 11 rooms, two big 
halls and an unfinished ballroom 


upstairs, which was never com- 
pleted after her father's death 


She explained that her father 


was a stone mason whose shop 
provided the stones for the City 
Hall Building and the old 
penitentiary.

The IRS became active in ef- 


forts to disrupt drug traffic, 
Harris said, in 1971 when the 
federally funded Narcotics Traf- 
fickers Project was im- 
plemented. 


The project, he said, attempts 


to coordinate the efforts of 
governmental agencies in the 
fight against drug traffic. 


One tool the IRS uses against 


suspected drug traffickers is to 


terminate their tax year if the 
IRS can show an individual 
made an excessive amount in a 
penod of time. 


A tax can than be levied on 


this amount, hens can be filed 
and property can be seized to- 
satisfy the tax liability 


•'We're concerned with people 


making a good deal more money 
than just someone on a street 
corner," Harris said. 


Tax assessments against 


suspected pushers are based on 
"several yardsticks," Harris 
said 


He said the assessment might 


be based on the value of drugs 
seized in a raid, an accumulation 
of material items that seem to be 
beyond the individual's 
legitimate income, and an es- 
timate of a suspected pusher's 
income based on information 
from local law enforcement of- 
ficials 


The assessments are made un- 


der civil tax law, Harris said, and 
every citizen has the right to 
appeal them 


Harris said that even if a 


dealer goes to prison on drue 


charges, he still has the obliga- 
tion to satisfy the assessment 
when be gets out. 


Harris said that in order to 


facilitate cooperation with local 
law enforcement agencies, he 
and the 14 other agents in the 
IRS intelligence division in 
Nebraska attend monthly 
meetings with law enforcement 
officials and also schedule 
speaking engagements 


On at least three occasions. 


Hams said IRS agents have 
been along on drug raids in

Bob Munson has been called "the greatest com- 


petitor I've ever coached" by Nebraska baseball coach 
Tony Sharpe, and that covers a span of 27 years. 


But Munson will wind up his Nebraska baseball 


career Thursday and Friday at the NU Diamond against 
Missouri without having played on a Hnsker team with a 
winning record. 


But despite this, the 


Husker outfielder-pitcher 
from Bratford, Vt, says he 
has no regrets about his deci- 
sion to come to NU. 


"I thought a little about 


going somewhere else," 
Munson recalls, "And there 
might have been a little 
more glamor playing at a 
place like Arizona State, 
Oklahoma or Southern Cal.

"But I've had four pretty good years here. I've 


enjoyed playing baseball here. I got to play a little basket- 
ball and I've met a lot of nice people here."

It was partially because of basketball that he chose 


Nebraska. 


Saw NU In NIT 


"My parents had gone to Nebraska and I had a 


brother, who was a senior here when 1 was a freshman," 
Munson explains. "And I had grandparents living here. 


"I also was interested in playing basketball and I saw 


coach Cipriano's team play in the NIT and I liked the way 
they played." 


He gave up his basketball ideas after his sophomore 


year, recalling, "I just decided I'd be better off directing 
my energies toward baseball." 


He's directed those energies so well in the direction 


of baseball that he's in contention to win the Big Eight 
batting championship with an average well above the .400 
mark. 


But when he came out of high school, the 6-3, 190- 


pounder had more decisions to weigh than simply which 
college to attend. 


Having been drafted by the St. Louis Cardinals, he 


had to decide whether to go into pro baseball or get an im- 
mediate education. 


Decided On College First 


"They (the Cardinals) offered to put me through 


college," the pre-dental student recalls, "with a $10,000 
bonus. 


"But I figured if I could get anathletic scholarship, it 


would be worth aboufthe same amount and I wouldn't 
have the pressure of playing pro baseball while I was 
trying to get and education." 
' 


He says he and his wife are now looking forward to 


this summer's baseball draft coming up early in June that 
could give him that second shot at pro baseball. 


An indication of his competitiveness came in the 


Oklahoma State series. 


The previous week he had suffered a lung injury 


sliding into a base and was considered doubtful for the 
series with the Cowboys right up until the day of the 
opening doubleheader. All he did was go three-for-three 
in the first game and add two more hits in his first two at- 
bats in the nightcap. 


"I guess from the time I first started playing baseball, 


I've always had coaches who stressed hustle," he says of 
his all-out efforts on every play. 


"They all always stressed that hustle could make up 


for a lot of inabilities and hustle was something that 
everyone always seemed to want." 


Doesn't it become a bit difficult to hustle all the time 


in the Big Eight while playing with a team that has been 
only seventh in his sophomore and junior years and has a 
chance to do no better than fourth this year Munson was 
asked. 


"I suppose it might be a little easier with a cham- 


pionship team," he responds, "Still, I've never thought of 
myself as a loser. 


"I figure any time two teams go out there, one has as 


good chance to win as the other one. 


"I've always played hard to win and I think if you're 


going to play, that's the only way to look at it." 


And that's how Bob Munson plays it.

Ecole Etage was projected into the 


Preakness picture when be won the Preakness 
Prep last Saturday in 1:421-5, the fastest 11-16 
mile clocking of the current Pimlico meeting. 


"He had to win the Prep to even consider the 


Preakness," Delp said. "But after that im- 
pressive performance and because of the small 
field anticipated, we had to go." 


Delp added: "And, we're running because 


we're here. I wouldn't ship my colt out of town 
to run against Secretariat, but at Pimlico we're 
home." 


The expected field for the 98th running of the 


Preakness remained small Tuesday despite the 
addition of two longshot local entries—The Lark 
Twist and Deadly Dream. 


The Lark Twist, owned by Larry Boyce, a 


wealthy Baltimore man, has earned $5,262 while 
winning one of 14 starts this year. He was sixth 
in a 1116 mile allowance race at Garden State 
on Monday 


Deadly Dream from the Wide Track Farm of 


Frederick R. Menke of St. Michaels, Md., has 
won four of nine starts this year including the 
Allegheny Stakes and the Militia Handicap at 
Liberty Bell. In his last start, the 12,000 yearling 
won a 11-16 mile allowance at Penn National on 
May 5. 


With Cup Bearer out of the Preakness, and 


headed instead for the $34,500-added Survivors 


Stakes at PimMco May 26, the probable six horse 
Preakness field now includes Secretariat, Derby 
runner-up Sham, Torsion, Ecole Etage, The 
Lark Twist, and Deadly Dream. 


With six starters, the Preakness would gross 


$181,400, with $128,900 going to the winner. 


Ecole Etage, running for the Bon Etage 


stable of Baltimore real estate developers 
Robert and Harry Meyerhoff, can be expected 
to go for the lead at the start of the 13-16 Pre- 
akness. 


"It looks like we could be the rabbit in the 


race,," Delp said. "But that could be up to Pan- 
cho Martin—he has a fast horse (Sham). Going 
out front is all right with me. My colt likes to 
run that way." 


Delp, noting that Ecole Etage ran sixth on an 


off track at Pimlico April 28, and was fifth on 
the yielding turf in a division of the Woodlawn 
Stakes on May 5, said he was hoping for a fast 


track on Saturday. 


"When I started him in the Prep." Delp 


said, "I wasn't necessarily headed for the 
Preakness. I just wanted to get a good fast track 
for my colt." 


The fifth-place finish in the Woodlawn 


offers an interesting parallel for hunch bettors. 
That's where Bee Bee Bee finished last year 
before scoring his upset victory over supposedly 
invincible Riva Ridge in the Preakness. 


"Stranger things have happened in racing," 


Delp said, giving his own confidence a boost. 
"I've seen a lot of one-two shots get beat. It's 
happened to me many times. 


"My colt is frisky and sharp, so we'll take a 


shot at them. We're going for it all, but we'll 
take anything we can get." 


A $15,000 payoff for finishing third would 


equal the amount paid for Ecole Etage at the 
Keeneland yearling sales.

Mays To Wait On Retirement 


Wed., May 16, 1973 The Lincoln Star

NEW YORK (AP) - Willie 


Mays said Tuesday, "When I get 
ready to retire the world will 
know about it the same time I 
do—I won't hide anything. I'll 
announce it immediately." 


It won't be today, it won't be 


tomorrow, the 42-year-old New 
York Mets' all-time great in- 
sisted-it won't be until after he 
has completed his 15-day period 
on the disabled list because of a 
painful right shoulder. 


"When I come back, if I find I 


can't swing, can't throw and 
can't run, then I'll throw in the 
towel," he added. "Not before. 
First, I must be sure I can no 
longer be of any value to the 
team. 


"Baseball means a great deal 


to me. I still have a 10-year con- 
tract with the Mets, so I'm not 
thinking yet about leaving 
baseball. 


"New York is a big town. 


They're not going to be satisfied 


with me playing on my record. I 
don't intend to embarrass myself 
or the team." 


He added, however, that this 


would be his last season as a 
player. 


"It's tough to keep getting up 


and down. There is pain and 
ache. When you ache, it's not as 
much fun." 


Mays' comments were made 


when he dropped by Shea Sta- 
dium to pick up some mail. He 
drove up in a pink Imperial with 
California license plates which 
read "Say Hey." He wore a pur- 
ple plaid suit, black patent 
leather boots, white shirt and 
black tie. 


Diamonds glistened from the 


fingers of both hands and his tie 
was held by a large clip on which 
the initials "WM" shone with 
bUnding stones. 


Mays was disturbed by news- 


paper reports that he was on the 
verge of retirement—possibly 
within the next week—and that 
he planned to leave baseball 
completely to oversee his 
successful real estate interests 


on the Pacific Coast. 


"In the first place I'm not sure 


I could retire right this minute if 
I wanted to," he said. "I am still 
a player and on the disabled list. 


"I will decide after the period 


is up. Not right away. As soon as 
I get used to the ball again, I will 
know whether I can help the 
team any way as a player." 


The 15-day period, which went 


into effect Sunday, will end May 
27. 


The shoulder injury, Willie 


said, is not a new one. The joint 
first started hurting three years 
ago when he was with San Fran- 
cisco. 


"It's a form of tendonitis—a 


pull," he explained. "No, I'm 
not undergoing any special 
treatments. Docs are keeping an 
eye on it" 


Mays was signed by the old 


New York Giants in 1951, be- 
came a part of the franchise 
move to San Francisco in 1958 
and returned to New York as a 
Met in a deal a year ago. He 
shrugged off his disappointing

start this year—a batting aver- 
age of .106 with only four hits in 
four weeks of action. 


"I haven't played aU that 


many games," he said. "The 
weather's been cold. Not many 
of the young guys have been 
tearing up the ball.

Mays is a proud man. He in- 


timated he would not be con- 
tent to stay around and draw his 
$165,000 a year salary just for 
sentiment's sake.

I'll stay in the lineup 
only if I can help the club either 
hitting or on defense.

Normally, Canada geese don t 


reach reproductive maturity un- 
til they are three years of age 
Some geese released in the Sand 
Hills three years ago are 
expected to start nesting this 
year, beginning a process of 
natural reproduction which will 
eventually replace the stocking 
effort 


All the geese released for this 


project are banded, and 15 or 16 
of the banded birds turned up in 
the harvest at Clear Creek 
Waterfowl Management Area 
last fall These birds were part of 
last summer's release in western 
Cherry County Geese released 
in Brown and eastern Cherry 
counties seem to turn up more 
often along the Platte River and 
on southwest reservoirs 


The breeding flock at 


Sacramento came from 
Plattsmouth Waterfowl Manage- 
ment Area, Cody Park at North 
Platte, and the North Dakota 
Wildlife Research Station near 
Jamestown. Canadas present 
some problems to researchers 
trying to breed them. In the 
wild, the males are often 
aggressive and sometimes as 
much as an acre of land is 
required for each nesting pair to 
prevent needless aggression. At 
Sacramento, however, fences 
dividing the pairs seem to satisfy 
the gander's territorial instincts, 
and the geese nest within a few 
feet of each other. 


Nests vary from tires mounted 


on platforms to wooden boxes 
and there has been very little 
problem in gftcing the birds to 
accept them One pair, however, 
refuses to conform to the 
pattern Each year, this pair 
drags the nesting materials from 
the artificial site and insists on 
building its nest on the ground 


In areas where free-flying 


flocks have been successfully in 
traduced 
the geese learn to 


migrate and return to the 


home 
area

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


.'•only other time special 
prosecutors were called in to 
•£lean up a White House scandal 


was in the Teapot Dome case, a 
Roaring 20s sensation with 
parallels to today's Watergate. 


Teapot Dome was the 


catchword which came to stand 
for a variety of scandals of 
Warren G. Harding's administra- 
tion, but it referred specifically 
to an oil field in Wyoming which, 
had been put aside for future 
fuel for Navy ships. 


Harding's secretary of the in- 


Roy Rogers Says 
xl Get Around OK' 
APPLE VALLEY, Calif. (AP) 


— Cowboy idol Roy Rogers no 
longer rides his horse Trigger. 
But he's got a beat-up truck he 
uses for friendly visits into town 
from the adobe ranch house 
where a big Bible is always open 
on the table. 


"I get around OK — I just 


can't go killing snakes," says the 
61-year-old Rogers. He suffered 
a mild heart attack 15 years ago 
arid had another recently. 


"But I expect to keep right on 


doing what I'm doing until I'm 
called," he said in an interview. 


Rogers lives on a 67-acre horse 


ranch near Apple Valley, a 
desert community. In the stables 
•are 30 thoroughbreds, including 
the colt Triggaro, which Rogers 
says has never been out of the 
money. 


During a 30-year film career 


Rogers starred in 87 Westerns 
and 101 television shows, always 
with horse Trigger, usually with 
dog Bullet and mostly with wife 
Dale Evans. 


NPAC Stations 
To Air Hearings 
On Watergate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate Watergate hearings will 
be taped from gavel to gavel 
each day and broadcast in 
evening prime time by public 
television, it was announced. 


The firming up of tentative 


plans was announced by the 
^National Public Affairs Center 
for Television (NPAC), which 
serves 234 public television 
stations across the country. 


The hearing starting Thursday 


is expected to run from four to 
five hours each day. the an- 
nouncement said. 


It added that in addition to the 


coverage, a pool of con- 
stitutional lawyers, historians, 
journalists and experts in other 
related fields is being assembled 
to analyze various questions that 
arise. 


The Public Broadcast System 


decided NPAC should telecast 
the hearings after a national poll 
of public television station 
managers and a majority favored 
the prime time over live day 
coverage. 


Public television is the only 


..network to announce full 
~ coverage, although the commer- 


cial networks are expected to 
cover many aspects. 


Dale, 59. and Rogers are still 


together. But Trigger and Bullet 
have been stuffed and mounted, 
and are on display in the 
couple's "personal museum.". 


Rogers once joked, "When I 


die, I may be stuffed and put up 
there right alongside them." 


Roy Rogers T-shirts are still 


among the 400 items emblazoned 
with the couple's name and.pic 
ture and sold around the coun- 
try. He says the gear still turns a 
profit. 


Another venture on the 


drawing boards, Rogers says; is a 
$25 million "Roy Rogers 
Western World" at nearby Vic- 
torville and a series of oldtime 
Westerns he will package and 
host for television. 


The couple plans a swing this 


summer on the rodeo and state 
fair circuit. In recent years, the 
two have appeared at Christian 
and arrti-Communist crusades. 
And Dale is writing her 13th 
book — this one on a recent trip 
she took through the Holy Land.

You can see it 
all around us, 'wars and the 
rumors of war' " she said, 
quoting from the Book of 
Matthew in the Bible. 
. The Rogers 
have 15 


grandchildren, including several 
by previous marriages. Dale was 
married once, Roy twice, before 
their marriage New Year's Eve 
in 1947. Large photos of the 
grandchildren line the adobe 
living room walls. 


Strumming a guitar as he 


talked. Rogers explained that 
some actors aren't what they 
seem. 


"Gabby Hayes, my sidekick in 


a lot of movies, was in reality a 
man of culture who had a lot of 
years experience on the stage 
before he ever got into western 
movies," he said. 


"But as soon as the camera got 


on him. there was that old 
. slouch and toothless grin again," 
Rogers said. 


Three of Dale's books — the 


dining room table is strewn with 
penciled notes for her latest — 
eulogize three of the couple's 
dead children. 


Robin, a Mongoloid child, died 


at age 2 in 1952. Harry, adopted 
when he was 5, died seven years 
ago in Germany at 18. And Ai 
Lee. a Korean orphan taken by 
the couple, was killed in a 1964 
bus crash. 


The Rogers say religious faith 


has played a prominent role in 
their Hves. They often kneel in 
prayer. 


They say personal faith is 


vital: Roy says he and agent Art 
Rush have never had a contract 
in their 33 years together. 
"Never needed one," he said. 
"Our 
word is our bond.'"

tenor leased Teapot Dome and 
Elk Hills in California to a cou- 
ple of oil tycoons—Who stood to 
make $100 million each—and 
found his own fortunes im- 
proved almost |400,000. 


The scandal didn't break open 


until after Harding's death in 
1923, but when it did, it left his 
successor, Calvin Coolidge, with 
a dilemma akin to that of Presi- 
dent Nixon over Watergate. 


Teapot Dome brought out 


many of the phrases now rinding 
currency—a president betrayed 
by his friends, government of- 
ficials at the highest level under 
investigation, coverup, huge 
cash payments, questionable 
campaign 
contributions, 


resignations and firings, a 
Justice Department under cloud 
and special prosecutors brought 
in. Senate hearings, sensational 
trials, politicians snipping at 
each other, and people asking 
"did the President know?" 


The case began shortly after 


Harding's inauguration when 
Interior Secretary Albert B. Fall 
persuaded Navy Secretary 
Edwin Denby to turn over 
custody of the oil reserves. 


Harding signed a secret order 


effecting the transfer, although 
prophesying "I guess there will 
be hell to pay." Fall then leased 
Teapot Dome to Harry F. 
Sinclair and Elk Hills to Edward 
L. Doheny. 


Doheny then made a "loan" of 


$100,000 to Fall—in cash 
delivered in a littte black bag 
and carried personally to Fall by 
Doheny's son. Another $200,000 
in Liberty bonds, owned by 
Sinclair's company, was 
delivered to Fall's son-in-law but 
ultimately wound up in Fall's 
hands. 


Sinclair also contributed 


lavishly to Republican campaign 
coffers and later, when Fall was 
under fire, added other gifts, in- 
cluding $85.000 in cash. 


Teapot Dome's big break 


came from the Senate. Sen. 
Robert M. LaFollette pushed 
through a resolution calling for 
an investigation as soon as 
rumors of the transactions sur- 
faced. Sen. Thomas J. Walsh of 
Montana was put in charge. 


It took Walsh a year and a half 


to put his case together before 
opening hearings on Oct. 9,1923. 


Denby was first up. He displayed 
incompetence and irresponsibili- 
ty but there was no proof of law 
breaking. 


Coolidge rejected Senate 


demands that Denby be fired, 
but the beleagured secretary 
resigned the following spring in 
the midst of widening scandal. 


Fall was next up and started 


off well with a convincing 
response to Senate questions. He 
cracked finally over the sudden 
prosperity of a ranch he owned 
in New Mexico. 
. The place was run down, taxes 
hadn't been paid in years, but 
suddenly it began to flourish. 
Taxes were paid, more land 
acquired, improvements made 
to the tune of $175,000. Walsh 
wanted to know how Fall did it 
on a Cabinet member's $12.000- 
a-year salary. Then the whole 
story of oil leases and payoffs 
came out. 


Coolidge had been president 


less than six months when 
Teapot Dome exploded. He 
reacted with caution, kept on the 
Harding official family he had 
inherited, resisted demands that 
he clean house and generally 


tried to ignore the whole thing. 


Speculation still remains over 


whether Coolidge. who attended 
Cabinet meetings regularly as 
vice president and knew the 
principals in the case well, might 
not have known about the shady 
dealing. 


Coolidge refused to fire Den- 


by, and likewise defended Atty. 
Gen. Harry Daugherty, accused 
of knowing of the scandal and 
failing to prosecute it. 


When Sen. William E. Borah 


insisted that Daugherty be dis- 
missed. Coolidge invited the two 
in to fight it out in front of him. 
When it was over. Daugherty 
stalked out of the room. 


Coolidge turned to Borah and 


said, ''I reckon you're right." but 
Daugherty didn't resign and 
Coolidge didn't fire him—until 
Daugherty refused to allow 
Senate investigators to look at 
his department's files. 


Finally, after both houses of 


Congress passed 
resolutions 


calling for outside handling of 
the case, Coolidge moved to ap- 
point a special prosecutor. 


First, he picked former 


Democratic Atty. Gen. Thomas 


W. Gregory, but his name was 
withdrawn after it was learned 
that Gregory was the lawyer for 
a big oil company. Then he tried 
Silas H. Strawn. a Chicago 
Republican, but he too had a 
link to the oil industry. 


Finally. Coolidge decided on a 


team of Republican Owen J. 
Roberts, a private lawyer from 
Philadelphia, and 
former 


Democratic Sen. Atlee W. 
Pomerene of Ohio. 


Fall's resignation from the 


Cabinet did not save him from 
prosecution. He was convicted of 
taking a bribe and sentenced to 
one year in jail and a $100.000 
fine. 


Sinclair and Doheny were 


charged with conspiracy but 
turned loose by juries, giving 
rise to a saying of the day: "You 
can't convict a million dollars." 


However. Sinclair was con- 


victed of contempt of the Senate 
for refusing to testify and was 
sentenced to three months in jail 
and fined $1,000. He got another 
six months for contempt of court 
for hiring detectives to shadow 
his jurors. 


The government prosecutors 


were more successful in their ef- 
forts to undo Fall's deals. The 
Supreme Court cancelled the 
leases after three years of litiga- 
tion and ordered full repayment 
to the government. Roberts ul- 
timately got a seat on the 
Supreme Court. 


Teapot Dome was only the 


biggest scandal of the bunch. 
But it spread across government 
into other cases. 


Daugherty was accused of 


collecting graft from prohibition 
violators though not convicted of 
that or acquiescing in the oil 
leasing. Charles R. Forbes, 
director of the Veterans Bureau, 
was jailed for corruption in- 
volving government contracts. 
And Thomas W Miller, the alien 
property custodian, was con- 
victed of criminal conspiracy for 
selling' valuable German 
chemical patents for a small 
fraction of their worth. 


Before Harding's death. 


Charles Cramer, a Forbes lieute- 
nant, shot himself to death. And 
a Justice Department fixer and 
Daugherty right hand man. Jesse 
Smith, also killed himself—or 
some sav he was murdered.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 


stock market bounced back 
Tuesday from a four-day selling 
streak as investors reachted 
when the Dow Jones average of 
30 industrials pushed down 
through the 900 barrier in early 
trading. 


The Dow, which was down 11 


points in early trading, finished 
up 7 75 at 917.44. It was the first 
time the Dow had fallen below 
the 900 mark since Feb. 27,1972 
The blue-chip indicator had 
fallen more than 46 points in the 
four prior sessions, including an 
18-pomt drop Monday, the 
steepest one-day drop in almost 
three years. 


"There was such a sharp sell- 


off that some kind of comeback 
could be expected," said Ralph 
Acampora of Harris, Upham & 
Co "The selloff was precipi- 
tated by the sharp increase in 
the price of gold, the fact that 
they turned off the gas in the 
Mideast, and behind the whole 
thing is that Watergate fiasco 
These three crises precipitated 
the sharp selloff " 


Gold hit record highs in Eu- 


rope, and the dollar declined 
against some European cur- 
rencies to its lowest levels since 
World War II. 


"When the market drops like 


it has, you must get some kind of 
relief sooner or later," said 
Larry Wachtel or Bache & Co. 
"You get the snapback effect, 
just as if you were stretching a 
rubberband too far." 


Analysts said Libya's an- 


nouncement that it would stop 
pumping oil for 24 hours to pro- 
test Western aid to Israel would 
not affect the market in the long 
run. although some of the inter- 
national oils closed lower. 


Declining issues on the New York Stock 


Exchange led advancing issues 806 to 629 
in the 1,776 issues changing hands 


The broad-based NYSE index of some

Up to this time since the se- 


cond revaluation of the dollar in 
14 months, there has been no 
discernible rush on the part of 
foreigners to buy depreciated 
American stocks. Yet logically, 
shares are intrinsically worth 
more devalued dollars than the 
earlier fuller purchasing power 
dollars. 


One explanation of the reluc- 


tance of foreigners to engage in 
bargain hunting is that they are 
waiting to determine whether 
the new value of the dollar in 
terms of the German mark and 
the Swiss franc will stabilize. 
This development in turn is 
related to the effort in this coun- 
try to clam down the rate of in- 
flation. 


Many think that the worst in- 


flation is behind us. but the re- 
cent focusing of attention on 
high food prices has caused 
doubts. Yet the future markets 
have been lower than recent spot 
quotations, indicating the 
likelihood of a turning point. 


Last year the U S had made 


more progress in reducing the 
inflation rate than most other 
nations. This year, however, 
leading European countries are 
setting austere goals for 
themselves, which, of course, 
may not be achieved. 


Rates Should Fall 
When U. S. inflation is 


flattened out, interest rates 
should fall, and with them bond 
yields This will reduce the com- 
petitive attraction of bonds ver- 
sus stocks for the investor's 
dollar. The current high yield on 
bonds represents an attempt to 
discount future dollar deprecia-

This dovetails with Gray's 


earlier interview with the 
Senate's Watergate investigating 
committee, held last Thursday 
evening.

Gray said Walters told him 


personally last June 23. six days 
after the Watergate raid, that the 
CIA had some interest in two 
witnesses, 
Mexican lawyer 


Manuel Ogarrio Daguerre and 


• Minneapolis attorney Kenneth 


H. Dahlberg. 


These two men furnished a 


financial link between the 
wiretapping and the Nixon cam- 
paign. Their names appeared on 
checks that were given to the 
Nixon campaign as con- 
tributions, and which ended in 
the Miami bank account of Ber- 
nard L. Barker, one of five men 
caught burglarizing Democratic 
offices. 


Gray said Walters' attempt to 


postpone the interviews caused 
confusion because Walters' boss 
then, CIA Director Richard 
Helms, had told him earlier 
there was no CIA involvement in 
the Watergate case. 


When Gray tried to get 


together with Helms and Walters 
to straighten the matter out, .he 
said, Ehrlichman called Gray 
and ordered him to cancel the 
meeting. This was June 28. 


Gray said there was "some 


discussion as to who was to run 
the investigation," and that 
"Ehrlichman 
conceded 
that 


Gray was running it. but the 
meeting was cancelled anyway." 


It was this same day that Gray 


received documents, which he 
later destroyed, taken from the 
White House safe of E. Howard 
Hunt, one of the Watergate con- 
spirators. 


Gray said Dean told him the 


material should "never see the 
light of day," and he drew the 
"clear implication" that 
Ehrlichman agreed with that, 
since he was in the room when 
Dean handed him the material. 


Contrary to previous reports, 


Gray said he waited for 
months—until just after last 
Christmas—to destroy the 
material.. Dean twice inquired 
whether Gray still had the 
material, and was told the se- 
cond time that Gray had burned 
it without reading it. The files 
allegedly contained forged State 


Department cables. 


On July 5, more than a week 


after Ehrlichman ordered Gray 
to cancel his meeting with CIA 
officials, Gray said he grew im- 
patient and asked Walters to 
submit a written memo by the 
next day on whether the CIA was 
actually involved. Walters came 
over personally July 6 and said 
the CIA wasn't involved, a 
change from his previous stand, 
his account said. 


Gray said he and Walters 


agreed that Nixon should be in- 
formed of this. 


"Gray then told the President 


of the problem concerning con- 
fusion over CIA involvement of 
witnesses and that this was a 
result of either carelessness or 
indifference of White House per- 
sonnel, and that this could be in- 
jurious to the agencies and could 
wound the President," the sum- 
mary said. 


A Senate source said Gray's 


exact words were, "Mr. Presi- 
dent, you are being wounded by 
men around you who are using 
the FBI and CIA." This quote 
doesn't appear in the written 
summary. 


According to the official sum- 


mary, "The President advised 
Gray to continue his investiga- 
tion and Gray never had any 
problem thereafter." 


This account contradicts some 


earlier news accounts of what 
Gray supposedly said. 


"Gray stated that his in- 


vestigation never found links to 
the White House." the summary 
said.

Two Budget Proposals Offered 


For City-County Health Board 


The Lincoln-Lancaster County 


Health Board received two 
budget proposals for the 1973-74 
fiscal year at their meeting 
Tuesday night. 


One proposal containing an in- 


crease in salaries of 10% is $610,- 
621, an increase of $73,391 over 
the 1972-73 budget of $540,230. 


The second proposal of $589.- 


900 contains a salary increase of 
5r;. an increase of $49,670 over 
72-73. 


The entire issue of the budget 


is somewhat confused by the 
retirement of board director Dr. 
George Underwood. 


His present salary is $20,400 


and he has told the board that it 
will be difficult to find a replace- 
ment with the 
necessary 


qualifications for under $30,000 a 
year. 


The predicament is com- 


pounded by the fact that no city 
employe may be paid more than 
the mayor. 
Underwood 


recommended that the board set 
the salary for the new director at 
$25,000 a year and hope a 
suitable replacement can be 
found. 


In the others sections of the 


budget there is a recommended 
increase of 14r; for operating 
and maintenance. The increase 
is primarily due to the addition 
of a leased car and an increase in 
the fife insurance burden 


Capital expenditures are 


recommended to remain at the 
same level. 


In other business the board 


heard a report on food service 
sanitation from sanitation of- 
ficer Steve Schwaller. 


Schwaller told the group of 


three instances where the Food 
and Drug Administration was 
contacted 
about adulterated 


food. 


He said on one case a staple 


was found in a candy bar. The 
FDA was notified and the local 
officials were informed that 
foreign material had been found 
in other candy bars of the same 
brand and that the company was 
under investigation. 


He also told the group of a 


woman who reported that she 
continually found a strange 
material floating on top of her 
potato soup. 


After an investigation the 


material was found to be insect 
exoskeletons and the FDA 
tracked the potatoes to Dallas, 
Tex., where tons of the potatoes 
were confiscated and destroyed. 


Schwaller said the third in- 


stance was what is termed a 
look-alike hazard. Gasoline an- 
tifreeze was being sold in cans 
w h i c h bore a s t r i k i n g 
resemblance to soda pop cans. 


He also said that there were 


three suspect food-borne disease 


outbreaks in the city. Two possi- 
ble cases of salmonella poisoning 
were found to be negative and 
tests of a third report have been 
inconclusive. 


In other action, the board 


received a report on the quality 
of drinking water in seven unin- 
corporated villages in the coun- 
ty- 


Jerrold Hood, chief of the 


General Sanitation section, said 
that is a sampling of 79"f- of the 
water sources in the villages, 
contaminations with bacteria 
were found in 15% of the 
samples. Some 35% of the 
samples showed a high nitrate 
content. 


Taking into account both the 


bacteria contaminations and the 
high nitrate content, Hood said 
39% of the samples taken in the 
survey would have to be labeled 
as unsafe. 


Hood said that he feels the 


major contributing factor in the 
bacteria contamination and the 
high nitrate level is the fact that 
septic systems are too close to 
the wells. 


He said that in one instance 


the septic system was only 25 
feet away Kom the well. 


Feedlot or Corral runoff and 


commercial fe\*ilizer entering 
the groundwater are also factors 
contributing to the contamina- 
tion and nitrate level.

NEW 'YORK IAP> — CBS 


News reported Tuesday that 
former Atty. Gen. John Mitchell 
sent an emissary to former Chief 
Justice Earl Warren and 
Associate Justice William Bren- 
nan in March. 1969 to try to in- 
fluence them secretly to change 
a wiretapping decision. 


The network quoted Jack Lan- 


dau, then press secretary to 
Mitchell and now a Washington 
newsman, as saying he took in- 
formation to the two Supreme 
Court justices at Mitchell's 
request but that he acted in good 
faith. 


Landau was quoted as saying 


Mitchell told him the informa- 
tion he took to Warren and Bren- 
nan was "detailed and highly 
classified national defense infor- 
mation." 


CBS said the information 


covered details 
of the 


government's wiretapping of 
foreign embassies in Washington 
and that it was feared if the 
court changed its ruling in the 
wiretap case of Alderman vs. 
United States, the embassy 
wiretapping would be disclosed. 
The decision originally went 
against the United States. 


Mitchell's alleged effort to in- 


fluence the justices was referred 
to last Thursday in a news 
analysis by Eric Sevareid on 
CBS. 
but the judges were not 


named and details were not 
given. The next day Mitchell 
called the report "malicious . . . 
outrageous." and added: "I 
never talked to any judge about 
any case in the Supreme Court." 


CBS News quoted Landau as 


saying that Mitchell led him to 
believe the wiretapping case was 
over, but after his visit the 
Justice Department filed a peti- 
tion for a rehearing. 


The report by CBS' Fred 


Graham continued: 


"Landau refused to say who 


he saw at the Supreme Court. 
But CBS has learned that he met 
with Chief Justice Earl Warren 
and Associate Justice William 
Brennan, in Warren's chambers. 


"The two justices heard Lan- 


dau's story and then called a 
secret conference to inform the 
entire court. 


"The justices decided to ig- 


nore the information. They then 
decided against the Justice 
Department's petition lor a 
rehearing. 


"Sources outside the court say 


Chief Justice Warren considered 
issuing an immediate statement 
disclosing the incident, but he 
reportedly decided that the new 
attorney general's lapse of 
propriety could have been due to 
his lack of appreciation of 
Supreme Court traditions — so 
nothing was said."
